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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose an organic EL display and method thereof having, inter alia, each of 
said light emitting parts further including a source-drain insulating film for avoiding a 
short circuit between said source electrode and said drain electrode, a protective 
insulating film for protecting said organic semiconductor film, and a pixel insulating film 
for covering an edge of either one of said electrodes of said organic EL device; and at 
least two out of said source-drain insulating film, said protective insulating film, and said, 
pixel insulating film being made of the same dielectric material (claims 1 and 7). The 
remaining claims 2-6 and 8 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the 
independent claims. Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 1 through 8.
